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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is responsive to tine application filed 10/22/03. Claims 1-21 are 
pending in the application. Claims 1, 5, 10, 14, and 19 are independent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement tliereof, may obtain a patent tlierefor, subject to tlie 
conditions and requirements of tliis title. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1-8 claim "a system" of software per se which 
has no physical parts. Appropriate action is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-16, and 18-21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Downing et al. (US 6289335). 

As per claims 1, 5, 10, 14, 19, Downing et al. teach 
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a materialized view that is derived at least in part from a table - col. 9, last paragraph, 
a logging mechanism that maintains a refresh log; the refresh log containing a first 
range and a second range that at least partially overlap, the first range and the second 
range each having a timestamp associated therewith - fig. 12, col. 8, lines 45-63. - col. 

3, lines 49 to col. 4, line 9. 

a refresh manager that resolves conflicts between the first range and the second range 
that at least partially overlap by selecting portions of the first range and the second 
range that have the more recent timestamp; and applying the selected portions of the 
first range and the second range to the materialized view - col. 3, line 49 to col. 4, line 
9; col. 6, lines 25-36; col. 9, last par to col. 10, 1st paragraph. 

As per claims 2-3„ 6-7, 11-12, 15-16, 20-21 , Downing et al. teach wherein the refresh 
log comprises a plurality of entries, each of the entries comprising an epoch identifier - 
figs. 5a-c, field: OID; col. 8, lines 45-64 (The refresh timestamp for a snapshot indicates 
the time at which the snapshot was last refreshed; TIME$$ field). 

As per claims 4, 9, 13, 18, 20, Downing et al. teach 

wherein a plurality of materialized views are derived at least in part from the table - col. 
9, last par. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 17 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
